snid th;it its iiini hiis bofn to prevent 
ncsrcjialvc w-tr. Under tho ord"nnry 
ruling of the l.cnj;up, when two coun- 
tries nt;irtc(l ;i. dispute, II was hard lo 
ii:inic the jiRKreK-sor, and the .uiiilra- 
llon of the Lc.TKUc'a council was not 
compulsory. Under the Protocol, how- 
ever, arbitration was couipulsorj-, 
and It ono Hiatc refused to accept li. 
It autoniatloully became the ajjKre.-^sor. 
Ilamj-^iy Macdonald, when ho wan in 
Iiower, expressed It as his oplii on 
thai the I'rolocol would make the 
I.cairuc a rcai:iy, Imitcad of mere col- 
lection of words. The Conserv.ulven, 
on tho contrarj', protested on the 
prounda that it left the members no 
loopcholc througli wh'ch lo escape 
SoltJB 10 var In aid of «orne other 
countrj'. They luild that It was too 
Idc.-Olatic to be adhered to In case 
of an emersonry. and when }?tanley 
lialdwln came Into po^vcr 11 was 
vetoed. The ]3rltlsh, then seclnç that 
,Homelh!nff waa needed to replace the 
Protocol, Introduced the Idea of 
l.or.irno. 

.lacobscn, spealtlnp of "The lyorarno 
Piwt," stated that I he main cnusc 
leiullns up to Its forma.lion was the 
lobs.'dod condition at Verselllcs, after 
tlie war, when the reprcsenliitivcH of 
the different countrlci were not their 
own miusters. France and Hrltain 
did not BCo eye to eye on the .solz ntr 
of (Jcrman lcrrllor>% Hrltain clalmlnB 
lliat Germany should have ii .vay in 
th'iiKs, so that wlieii the Protocol 
failed Sliililey Halihviii siiL-i;i:sted ap-" 
liro.iohln»,- nialli.'rs from ;i new aUKlc. 
This led to the formation of Locarno, 
!nio which Germany w;m allowed to 
enter. Many people find fault w th 
two (If tho articles In tlie p.ncl, the 
(IrM of which states th.-.t Germany 
will not declare war on France or 
Poland, tho second unltlni; Kranco and 
Poland In the event of Germany dc- 
olarlnK tvar. They claim that this l.s 
a flaw, bul do not stop to think th,n 
ono c.mnol set a precedent or make 
a law without sUtinff ii punishment 
for It.H violation. Other people find 
fault with the fact that Iho Locarno 
Treaty was kept separate from ilie 
League' of Natiniis. This uf course 
wan noccKSiiry If Germany were to be 
given a position :n the trwity, bec.Tuse 
sho was not at that time a. member 
of the League. 

J^athaiii then went on to say that 
tho position recently taken up ijy 
Germany on the League's council Is 
that undoubtedly meant for the 
Mn'.ind Stales. AVIth tho entrance of 
Germany came the resignation ui 
.sjjain and ]Jra/.ll, so that a» things 
.ippoar now, the League can never 
be a power In Amerlcji. with ]Jra-/,'l, 
Mexico, and the tjtates non-members. 

"The l.oaKue." salil the .speaker, 
"was ushered In amid much eiithusl- 
ii'-ni l>y Pres'deni Wilson, whose op- 
timism. Idealism, and slupldlly have 
never been equalled." Xow however, it 
is beg'nninsr lo lose niuoli of tho 
world, s respect, ;uid will «.onilnu» lo 
do so iinle.'^s more moves arc made 
.Tlong the Locarno line.

"Hands off Cliln.'i." was the slogan 
of ;i in;i.fs meeting that was held in the 
.Monument National yeslcnlay after- 
noon. The meeting overflowed the 
building and was attended by deputa- 
tions from numerous societies, includ- 
ing the .McGllt League ot Nations Club 
und-.McGIII Dabor Club. Addresses 
were given in five différent liuiKuases. 
ICngllsh, l-'rench, Yiddish, Uusslan and 
Chinese and the meeting wiui mingled 
with songs by the l-'renrh Communists. 

The mass meeting adopted a reso- 
lutliiM that llie <":in.-\dliiM Governnienl 
should use Its power, under Article it 
of the J^cague of- Nations,' and call for 
Intervention In a' act that was about 
to cause disruption In International 
Peace. The rcaulullun \v,-is received 
with a lunniltuous deniotiistrallon. 

AllchacI Bubay was the first speaker 
of the afternoon and he called upon 
the British Imperialists to take their 
bloody liiinds off Cliiii.-i. lie referred 
to the Glorious Jtcvolulion of '17 and 
said that China, having seen this, was 
awakening, to do the same. Ills plea 
was thnt tlic Chinese should be allow- 
ed lo decide their own destiny. l.,co 
K.TCorii of tho young Communlsls' 
League ne.\t addresseil the meeting, 
which ho did hi Yiddish, and received 
a great ovation. 

"There Is no division of' tlie Work- 
ing Cla.ss today" said Mrs Bose Ilcn- 
dorsoii. who spoke ne.M. "Tlio ques- 
tion (it color does not arise at all. 
'Miiiia is Jusi a reflection of the Great 
War In l-Jurovc and the workers would 
have nothing to gain. It was the com- 
mercialists who caused war for gain. 
Quoting a business man, she said,

Study Of Hisiory Is A Piectical Value 
T_o_AII 

PROF. WAUGHAT"Y" 

History Compared to a 
Crowded Field That is 
Foggy 

Before a crowd which filled th.; 
.sixicious hall, of the Central Y yester- 
day. Prof Wnugh, head of the history 
department .-ii M'OIII, concluded tho 
scries ot Weekly .Science lectures. Ills 
subject was "All Historian's View ot 
the \\'orld". 

Prof. Waugh started by outlining 
briefly the main substance of all the 
lectures In science that were given in 
previous weeks. 

"History is not an ei.ocl science like 
plij-sics" .«akl Prof. Waugh. "It cannot 
bo verified by experiment, but there 
Is a .scientific treatment- of It. There 
aro many diversions ot opinion anion 
historians unlike l'h\-sics. 

" Tljo hislorl.an'a task Is lo discover 
what Man has done in the past. lie 
must sur\'ey Man's fortunes In Syria. 
Greece, Rome and Palestine. He mubt 
carry .Man back to Ijurope through the 
Mlddlo .\ges. There aro comniunillcô 
which arc c-allcd barbarians which 
have a long and Intricate history. Sci- 
entific ntudy had been attempted by 
few untll a 4iundred years ago. .Ml be- 
lieved thai Man existed for 0000 year-, 
and that 4C00 years ago tho population 
had lo be begiin over again. Their 
knowledge of the Middle Ages was In- 
correct. We owe to tho last century 
almost all wc know about primitive 
Man. 

Prof. Waugh then said that "faking" 
archaeological evidence w;isn't wtjrtli 
w-hllp^ asîfl could be easily eTpo.'<ed. 
"SomellmW history has to rely upon 
oral evidence as in tnicing the. life 
of an unknown people. Oral Is un- 
trustworthy, and the historians try to 
rely upon jt. <ia_,-l^^^^ ajj possible', 
claimed the spealter. 

The .speaker then .spoko about the 
Higher Critics and said that their dis- 
tinguishing marks were their disbelief 
In the Bible. The Textual Crltlci.«iii 
was the "I'assing of Judgment or. 
wording of a dooiinu-nt." 

Prof. Waugli discussed the most im- 
portant nucitloiis that arise concern- 
ing history such as "What Is tlie real 
value of the found document ?" "Who 
was he author'.'" ' Wlicn and whero 
w;ia It written'.'" The passing of Judg- 
ment on the evidence lhat wjis In the 
found document Is made the same way 
ai lawTors Judge evidence In a law- 
.sult. and that In l.y comnion-.senue 
and Intelligence. There are other fjues- 
llons lhat are less ea.«y, such as "What

Ijlbra- 
rians would not be Uhr.irlans If they 
were not convlnend of the value of 
rending. All of their effort? have 
been directed to the supplying of re.id- 
Ing matter to the rending public, .ind 
muoh has been dono In Ihe way of In- 
cre.isln? the circulation of hooks In li- 
braries. You will notice, however, that 
the formula sugffosted for the hoIuHow 
of the problem consists of throe words, 
not one. Tllght reading habits! \Ve 
may well stop and afk ourselves the 
question What have we, Jia librarians, 
done iibout the other two-thirds of 
the formula'.' Itcadlng wc hnve fur- 
nished to the public aiidlin so far as 
ire have cxposod tbci public to books, 
we hnve to that extent encouraged the 
formation of the reading habit. There 
has, however, been nothing aystem- 
atlc nor sure about this procedure. 
The results hnve largely been depen- 
dent on the good graces of the god- 
dess of ehaiice. Where the reading 
habit has existed, libraries have offer- 
eil the oi)porlunlty for It.9 indulgence. 
Where It has not existed. It may have 
been developed in n few isolated cases 
but wo hftvo good luck ta thank for 
it and not ourselves. There l.t n dis- 
tinction, too, between habits and right 
habits. W'c arc doing much to furnish 
right reading to the public through 
careful book selection and the dis- 
tribution o-f lists of .ipproved hooka 
on v.arlous subjects, but In this rasa 
the word "right" modifies "reading'' 
and not "habits." It; should modify 
both. • . , 

\yhat cnn we .do to develop sys- 



nieiit.nl i -'ys'.eal. It Is also acree.! 
that unless there Is sustained Interest 
In any line of actions, the rosiiltlnv 
habit Is likely to be temporary In na- 
ture. The most loglcol way, then. In 
which to teach stuilents the reading 
habit Is t'l give them the oiiportunlty 
to read for pie.iHure, eonstantly and 
systematically. To compel them to 
rcu'd books In which they are not In- 
terested Is. to destroy their enthusliisni. 
any given sot of actions repealed con- 
stnntlj" tomW eveiittially to bicorne 
distasteful. Therefore the work must 
be started by Injecllng^ Into It every 
possible element of spontanity and ini- 
tiative. The old bien of teaching 11(- 
erature in higli seli'oc/l by required 
reading of the classics must , go. I 
believe l));,t ilip place for the study 
if the classles should be jn the upper 
division of our colleges, not in our high 
Hchouts, and even there the methods 
adopted should be somewhat similar 
to the ones that I nm about to des- 
cribe. 

After circulating various educational 
Institutions, librarians and Utenu-y 
critics In different parts of the coun- 
try. In an 1.1'fnrt to got cri'.liism or

In 
considering our Held wc must first 
divide it inta two parts. ^'' Wc have lo 
dual with (1) students lii ouc educa- 
tional Institutldps, jlnd ^2). those peo- 
ple whose school <^ay.^ .ire over, whe- 
ther adults or Juveniles. The term 
"adult education," as applied to the 
latter group, is a misnomer. 'I'hc ju- 
veniles In the group are exactly as 
much In need of aid, perhaps even 
more .so, than the adults. Various 
agencies have of late been at work In 
cultlvoting the latter field, and thoir 
recent culmination in the formation of 
the ..VsHociation for Adult Educat/on 
gives promise of rich rcHuIts In the fu- 
ture. Habits, however, arc much more 
easily formed In the early years of 
life and so it is the first group, stu- 
dents in our educational Institutions, 
uppn whom our main efforts In this 
particular line of v.-ork sliuuld bo con- 
centrated. If our work Is well done 
here, the problem becomes much 
simpler when the first group merges 
Into the second group. 

It is nut within the province of this 
paper to discuss the problem from the 
slnndpoinl of clenicnlary or high 
school students.

For Ins ance, a good many books by 
Cnliforiilan authors or with Cal'for- 
n'ii seit'ngs wore included . Oil the 
ground of iiter.iry piitr'olism. A good 
many historical novels wore includ- 
ed with thu_ Idea , of . giving lils- 
torv of . thl.s-dlia;£d . £ôr»i, nud these 
weie sekoted wklt licfcirciico? to par- 
'tlcular epochs o"f hIstolT' or ''d'.'f feront 
nalional niovcnionts. as weli as to the 
authors.. Practically all the books 
used were bought new pii purpose 
for Ihe course and no owncrsh'p 
marks of any" kind were put In them. 
II «as our Idea to Icacli tlio love of 
books from Ih'j slandpolnl of phy- 
sical .appearance and the sense" of 
ponacsslon as well as. of literary value. 
One can't learn to love a dirty dog- 
eared library book with call number on 
the back, book pocket and date due 
slip 111 the front covers and library 
ownership marks scattered throughout 
the books. In selcotlug the books of 
cerl.-iiii authors, then, wo selected In 
so for Jis iKissible those books thai 
were not already 011 the sheives in 
order to avoid the expense of diipl'ca- I 
tlon. We did not. however, lim l the 
students to the bcraks that were 
bought primarily for tlio course. 

They were allowed to read any lib- 
rary books, provided that they sec- 
ured permlss on from the Inrlructor 
in advance, ljut the lure of the new 
bookH was ho "great that' very few of 
them took advantage of this permis- 
sion. The books were wheeled Into 
the room of a library truck every day 
anil iilaced In the centre uf the room 
where the students could broAVSO 
among' tliem io Mie"r he;irt's content. 

At the be',''nn'ng of the period, I 
spent from 10 10 1» iniiiiitRH talking 
Informally about some book or nuUior 
er subject, repre-lented hy \several 
book*. I rnade th'a' talk ' In'forirtative

M.v original idea in iiiaiui Mu the 
cturse was to devote part o; the pro- 
llmliiary period to a dlscu»rfon on th" 
part of the studentH of the various 
l/joks rtad but tli;s plan was aban- 
doned for two reniionH. lack of time 
and lack of eoimnon acquaintance 
with any number of books It Is 
ospecla.ily Interesting or enlightening 
to listen to a discu'ss<ion of botilts thnt 
one hasn't re.'i.d. At the beglnnln.g of 
the course I asked the student* to In- 
dicate on the mini eom-a plied sheet 
those book-, tliiit ihey had already 
rend or seen In the screen vers'on. 
The greatest number of pe* •plo who 
hud i>jad any books wa« cloven and 
that wiis The fîrisis. wliCch I later 
jeariied had been leiiuircd ia ccrtiin 
hiph n-bc.o! coui-ïcs. Xo moil! than 
f.vi. students had read any other book 
and during the course the greatest 
number vt studenl.» who read any one 
book was seven, so that !n any c.ise 
dL-cuKsloii tlie other' JS' w'onld have 
been silent .«ijieifrftofs. " Or ^ wouid 
they have been silent".' Very likely 
not! They wore, however very silent 
during the remaining 33 or 40 minutes 
of the peri.O. They usually selected 
lli'Ir books at the bc.flnnir.g of the 
liour and as .soon as my preliminary 
la'k wiis tiii.siie.l, iliey became coi'i- 
(iletcly ub.uorbcU in them for the re- j 
ma.!ndei' of the period. { 
We had originally interdcil 'o jjradoi

A.-» a 
balds for deolpicn In this matter, they 
were required to turn In "appredtitlon 
notes" for oaoh' b<».>k. They %vore also 
required to rend, al least as many 
non-fictloii hooks as fiction. The 1n- 
.slructloiis Issued to the class on the 
HUbJeot read as fdlows: ".Vppreciatlon 
note.s must be written for each book 
read. Those may be very Informal 
much after the manner of a personal 
letter to a friend. .Suggestians as to

Two students 
failed lo pass the course on the evi- 
dence of these notes and one <,ther 
was given a condition.

Has the course been 
a success'.' and, How can It be im- 
proved in the futut'e'/ If the success 
of the course can be measured by Its 
pffe'l in the formation of rlKliI read- 
In;; li-ili!-'!. .'iiid ■.{ i; i« iriie that habits 
are. formed by ihe ronstiint repellion 
I'f any given sot Of actions with con- 
tinuing Interest and enthusiasm, then 
It can certainly be said that Ihe course 
was a success. lOntbui^iasm on tbe 
part of the students ci.ntliiiied un- 
abated to the end, Many of them came 
early and stayed late and although no 
reudiiig was rc(|Ulred outside of clnss. 
the students took home with them an 
iverape of 12 books each lime the 
class met. .Since the average daily 
atleiidaiice of the olass w,is ID, tills 
iiicaiu iliat nearly two-tlilrda of the 
cla.ss did unrequired outside reading 
throughout the semester. I feel sure 
that no college literature class In the 
country can claim .'<ucli a record as 
thai. 

The text-books In silent reading tell 
us Ihtil there are three main ftictors 
Involved, speed, comprchensioii.lin'il rer 
tentlon. I took occasion to mehstire 
the first of these three, speeil. at the 
end of the first six weeks and the.n at 
end of the course. The average speed 
of the class at the first test was 63 
pages per hours, at the second (IS, an 
I Increase of S per rent If this increase 
j 111 spee<l was accomplished witli no 
j decrease In the other factors, then cer- 
I talnlj- the students are now better 
readers than they were before.. There 
was. OÎ course, nd way of measuring 
any Increase In the other factors, but 
ai.i ordliig to the best of my judgment 
there was at lea.st no decrease. The 
students re.vl during the course an 
averagç of 10 books each, slightly 
more non -fiction than flctloti. 

U<-gardli\s.s ot" tlic effect of l;ie 
course In establishing or Improving 
reading habits, it undoubtedly placed 
some of. the students in contact with 
cci tiiln books or authors thai will have 
a great influence on their mental lives. 
This Is one of the rew.irds of unlimited 
browsing, In my own rase. It was not 
until I had been out of college four 
or fI\'o years that t discpvered . the 
a'uthor whose influence I-. now value 
mist highly. If Thad hail an oppor- 
tunity to Join a llecreatlonal KeadljiK 
class In college, I might hnve dlscover- 
od hlin much sooner. Most college slu-

Now- 
adays hLvtoriuiis are very careful. 

The outline of hihlory was ilieii 
briefly made by the lecturer, from tlie 
Wooden Age until the New Ston'e Age. 
JOuropo renuiliicd in the Stone Age for 
1000 years after Kgypt, Crete, ami 
Pabylonla liud got out of it.

Science need not worry tlie Christian. 
' ChrlstioJiily ccntros its faith around 
one person in liistory. Chriat is not 
|U myth", cloJmed the noted historian.

The 
prliirlpal obji'cus to It are lock of time 
In the ciii^rooiii and the fact that 
if the plot of a story were cxpoisfd 
In advance, much of the interest in 
reading the story would be destroyed.
